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Schoolkids take their road safety 
campaign to Letwin 
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CONCERNED school- 
children are calling for the 
law to be changed to pro¬ 
tect them when cycling. 

Year five pupils from St 
Mary’s Primary School in 
Bridport have orchestrated 
a campaign to improve 
road safety in and around 
their school, culminating 
in a barrage of letters to 
MP for West Dorset, 
Oliver Letwin. 

The safety-conscious 
children are concerned that 
a Private Members Bill to 
make wearing protective 
headgear compulsory for 
children has been dropped, 
even though just one in 
five under 14-year-olds na¬ 
tionwide wears a helmet 
while cycling. 

St Mary’s pupil Jamie 
Waplington was appalled 
by figures which appear to 
show cyclists are dispro- 
portionally at risk from ac¬ 
cidents involving cars and 
non-drivers. 

He wrote: “The number 
of injuries and fatalities are

ridiculous... I find these 
statistics horrifying and I 
think they should be 
changed.” 

In a separate letter, class¬ 
mate Sophie Wilson called 
on Mr Letwin to take ac¬ 
tion. 

She wrote: “The bill is 
not impressive because it 
didn’t go through parlia¬ 
ment. .. if possible I would 
like you to bring this up in 
parliament.” 

In July last year, Annette 
Brooke, MP for Mid 
Dorset and North Poole, 
presented the Cycles (Pro¬ 
tective Headgear for Chil¬ 
dren) Bill which would 
require children found cy¬ 
cling without a helmet to 
provide proof that they had 
subsequently bought one - 
or face a fine. 

The St Mary’s pupils 
were disappointed that the 


bill had fallen off the polit¬ 
ical agenda with some 
blaming a perceived lack 
of motivation among the 
Westminster bigwigs. 

Year five’s Kaitlin said of 
the bill: “They dropped it 
because they couldn’t be 
bothered to carry on with 
it.”

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CHEF Tony Morraffa has worked in catering for 
more than three decades and has run the Country 
Kitchen in Weymouth for the past two years. But 
it was his conversion of Bridport's Cafe Royal into 
a 1950s themed diner that caught the public's 
imagination. 

He has described refurbishing the building as 
"like opening a can of worms" but successfully re¬ 
opened the iconic local landmark a month ago. 

Originally from Leicester, the 47-year-old has 
lived in Weymouth for 20 years and makes the 
hour-long round trip to Bridport daily to run his 
new venture. 


■ WHEN did you start in the restaurant business? 

I’ve been working in kitchens since I was 15-years-old. I 
started as a kitchen porter, which in those days was just a 
pot washer, and worked my way up. I trained as a chef 
when I was 18-years-old and since then I’ve cooked in 
pubs, hotels, restaurants, all kinds of places. 

■ WHAT made you take on the Cafe Royal? 

It’s always been a dream of mine to run a 50s style cafe. 
Then one day someone was selling some equipment at 
the Cafe Royal and I came down to have a look at it. After 
that I’ve always quite fancied having the place. The news 
of somebody leaving it gave me the idea of taking it on 
and doing something with it. 

■ WHAT'S your fascination with the 1950s? 

I have always had an interest in the period. The music, 
the style, it was just a way of life I suppose. It was some¬ 
thing I didn’t experience first hand -1 was born in the six¬ 
ties - but my parents were very much into the music and 
the style sort of rubbed off on me if you like. I was always 
hearing Buddy Holly, The Big Bopper, The Everly Broth¬ 
ers, music like that. 

■ HOW did you go about designing the interior of 
the cafe? 

I had a rough idea of what I was going to do with the 
place before I started. I had photographs of American din¬ 
ers, things I had seen online. The old HMV record player 
on the counter I got from the attic in my mum’s house. 
The hubcaps you see on the wall, I’d already collected. 
I’ve been collecting them for years and I’ve got around 
60 now. People come into the cafe to photograph them. 
My favourite is the Oldsmobile - it’s from the 50s and is 
the oldest one I have. A lot are American. The Chevrolet 
ones are from a vehicle I actually drove. 



■ RUNNING two restaurants takes a lot of work. 
What motivates you? 

I’ve just got the ambition and drive to expand and do that 
kind of thing. I’d like to do more. Obviously I’ve got to 
see how the Cafe Royal goes, but I’m confident it’s going 
to make money, so eventually when another premises 
comes up similar to this one, then who knows, I might 
look into it. It was a lot of work to refurbish this place 
but at the end of the day it’s what you put into something 
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that gives you your returns back. The more you put in, 
the more you get back. 

■ EVER want a break? 

Yeah, I need one. I work seven days a week. I haven’t 
had a holiday for four years. My last project, the Country 
Kitchen in Weymouth, took two years to get where it is 
today and now I’ve taken this on. I’m just a bit of a 
workaholic I suppose and I’m doing quite well to stay on 
my feet sometimes. I don’t really have any hobbies apart 
from cooking and music. 

■ HOW important is music to you? 

It’s very important. I’d like to turn the Cafe Royal into a 
bit of a music venue if I could. If there are people into 
music like rhythm & blues, rock n’ roll or any music from 
that era, I’d like to get them here. I’ve had a band play 
here already and it’s been really good. Also I’ve played 
guitar since I was 14, on and off. I’ve got an electric gui¬ 
tar, a nice old Fender Strat. I’ve thought about bringing 
it down and hanging it up somewhere but it’s quite ex¬ 
pensive and I don’t really want it getting clattered. 

■ WHAT do you like about living in the Dorset? 

It’s the beautiful countryside. My mum’s lived in Portland 
for 25, 30 years, and I’ve been in Weymouth 20, so it’s 
my home now. I went back to Leicester not so long back 
and when I got off at the main bus station in the centre of 
town, it just didn’t seem like home at all any more. It was 
just a different place really.

Calls for mayor to quit 
after church boycott 


CALLS for the mayor to step down if he does not fulfil 
his civic duties have been made by a fellow Bridport 
councillor. 

Councillor Karl Wallace is calling for the ceremonial 
head of the town council to leave the post after refusing 
to attend the church service for the Queen’s Diamond Ju¬ 
bilee. 

But the mayor Councillor David Rickard is standing 
firm on his decision not to attend the service in St Mary’s 
Church. The call for him to quit came on the day he was 
sworn in for a second year as mayor. 

Councillor Wallace boycotted the mayor making cere¬ 
mony in the Town Hall on Thursday of last week. 

Coundl in the dear 
over new offices 

CLAIMS the district council's decision to forge ahead 
with its controversial new offices were wrongly handled 
have been knocked back. 

A review by an independent auditor found West 
Dorset District Council (WDDC) has followed a 'reason¬ 
able process'in its decision to relocate to new offices to 
Charles Street in Dorchester. 

The review was conducted by KPMG after five electors 
called for a public interest report after objecting to the 
district council's accounts on March 31st 2011. The ob¬ 
jectors called for a'value for money'assessment of the 
council's decision to replace its current offices at Strat¬ 
ton House with new offices at Charles Street. 

Concerns centred around the Executive Committee 
being seen to have pre-determined the Charles Street 
site and a loan of £250,000 being given to the devel¬ 
oper of the Charles Street site, to support the wider re¬ 
tail development, at the time of the tender. Both 
concerns were dismissed by the KPMG report. 

WDDC Leader, Robert Gould welcomed the findings 
of the review. 

He said: "I am delighted that KPMG found that there 
were no grounds for issuing a public interest report. The 
district council did not call for this investigation but fully 
supported KPMG's decision to undertake the review 
and we have found it to be a useful process. 

"We accept the recommendations that have been 
made and have already started to act on some of them. 
For instance, we have taken steps to improve the ability 
of local residents to engage with the council by intro¬ 
ducing public questions at full council meetings." 

He added: "Looking to the future, we are committed 
to progressing the Charles Street development and the 
opening of the new district council offices towards the 
end of this year." 

The £9.7million move has been shrouded in contro¬ 
versy since the plan was first muted in 2009. 

The move is set save the council between £224,000 a 
year, according to its web site.

Councillor Rickard said: “I don't think it warrants fur¬ 
ther comment having just been unanimously voted back 
for a second term. 

“My accuser certainly doesn’t speak for the town as I 
know it - everyone I meet is very supportive.” 

His deputy, councillor Geoff Ackerman will take his 
place at the service on June 3rd in St Mary’s church.

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Museum celebrates 80th birthday

BRIDPORT Museum will celebrate 
its 80th birthday next week. 

Staff and volunteers will be cel¬ 
ebrating the milestone at the 
South Street organisation on 
Monday, May 28th. 

The Mayor, Councillor David 
Rickard, will cut a birthday cake at 
11 am on the day to mark the oc¬ 
casion. 

Residents are invited to visit 
around that time for a slice of 
cake to celebrate with the mu¬ 
seum's staff and volunteers. 

Emily Hicks, the museum's cura¬ 
tor, said: "The Bridport News for 
June 3rd 1932 reported that Brid- 
port's Museum and Art Gallery 
was opened at the 'Old Castle' on 
Saturday May 28th 1932 by the 
Mayoress, Mrs F W Knight. 

"The museum has gone from 
strength to strength in that time. 
In particular since the introduc¬ 
tion of free entry a few years ago, 
which saw visitor numbers rise to 
around 17,000 each year since." 

The 16th century facade is all 
that remains of the original build¬ 
ing, which was destroyed by fire 
in 1875. 

Early ownership of the building 
is not known but over the years it 
has been home to the Castle Inn, 
a Penny Savings Bank, Working 
Men's Institute, Lodge of Oddfel- 
lowship and a Conservative Club. 

The building was purchased in 
1932 by Captain A.P. Codd of 


Bath, the son of a Beaminster cler¬ 
gyman. 

Ms Hicks said: "He had no per¬ 
sonal connections with the town 
but wanted a building in which to 
display his paintings. He donated 
it to the town for use as a mu¬ 
seum and art gallery together 
with many of his own paintings 
and those of a friend." 

Cyril Benoni Holman Hunt, son 
of the pre-Raphaelite artist 
William Holman Hunt, loaned 
some of his father's paintings to 
be displayed in the new gallery. 

The museum was administered 


by Bridport Borough Council 
from 1932 to 1974 after which it 
was transferred to the district 
council. 

In November 2002 West Dorset 
District Council handed over the 
building, collections and staff to 
the newly formed Bridport Mu¬ 
seum Trust, an independent char¬ 
itable trust set up to manage the 
organisation. 

The museum tells the story of 
the town's history from its origins 
to the present day with perma¬ 
nent and temporary exhibitions 
from the collections which in¬ 


clude photographs, rope and net, 
costumes, lace, dolls, numismat¬ 
ics and fine art. 

'Friends of Bridport Museum'as- 


sist the staff in promoting the mu¬ 
seum and new members are al¬ 
ways welcome.

New recycling banks opened 


NEW recycling banks for food and drinks cartons 
have been set up in Bridport. 

Special collection banks have been set up for empty 
cartons to be recycled in West Street and West Bay car 
parks. 

The scheme means cartons that contained items such 
as fruit juice, soup, chopped tomatoes and milk can 
now be recycled properly. 

The bins will be emptied and the cartons taken to 
paper mills to be recycled into cardboard packaging. 

The scheme to encourage residents across the area 
to recycle even more has been made possible through 
West Dorset District Council teaming up with Alliance 
For Beverage Cartons & the Environment (ACE). 

Councillor Robert Gould, leader of West Dorset Dis¬ 
trict Council, said he hoped residents would support 
the latest recycling initiative. 

He said: “This new scheme will be an excellent ad¬ 
dition to waste services in West Dorset and one which 
will increase recycling across the district. 

“Schemes such as these are well supported by resi¬ 
dents and I hope that with their help we can, as a re¬ 
gion, recycle even more.” 

Similar carton recycling schemes across the country 
by ACE UK, means that 89 per cent of households can 
now recycle cartons - either through kerbside collec¬ 
tion or bring banks. 

Fay Dashper, recycling operations manager at ACE 
UK, said it was fantastic news that the council was 
taking a lead by adding cartons to the list of materials 


it collects for recycling. 

He said: “The high-quality wood fibres found in 
beverage cartons are flexible and strong, and can be 
recycled up to six times, making them a valuable raw 
material for new paper products. 

“We very much hope that the initiative is successful. 
We are committed to increasing carton recycling in 
the UK and this project takes us a step closer to 
achieving that.” 

Manufacturers produce around 57,000 tonnes of 
paper-based cartons to package milk, fruit juice and 
an increasingly wide range of food products, including 
soup, chopped tomatoes and pulses for the UK market 
this year. This equates to around 2.3kg of cartons per 
household which could be recycled instead of being 
thrown in the rubbish bin.

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Doctor's memorial bench unveiled in town centre 


A MEMORIAL bench has been unveiled in Bridport 
town centre for a well-known doctor. 

The bench in Bucky Doo Square is in memory of Dr 
George Crawshaw, who served the town for more than 
50 years as a GP. 

The bench was unveiled by the doctor’s widow 
Susan - a childhood friend he proposed to while sta¬ 
tioned in Palestine and she in Cairo after World War 
II. 

The D-Day veteran’s son Steve and daughter Alice 
also attended the unveiling on Saturday, May 19th. 

The Crawshaw family hope the bench will allow for¬ 
mer patients to remember the doctor while having a 
permanent reminder of him in the town he loved. 

Steve said “My father was a GP in the area for

decades. He lived there after arriving in the 1950s and 
worked there for many years as a GP and in retirement 
so there is a bond and a with Bridport and Dorset. 

“Even when my parents moved to London a couple 
of years ago their lives were still bound up in Bridport 
and so I though it would be nice to give something 
back to Bridport and for the many people in the town 
and surrounding area who would’ve known him. 

“Bridport meant so much to him and so it is nice to 
have a little piece of memory going in both directions.

OBITUARY - Dr George 

DR GEORGE Crawshaw practised as a family doctor and 
then spent his retirement in Bridport for more than half 
a century. 

He died peacefully in London on January 16th, aged 
92. 

Born in Sheffield, he later graduated with a first class 
degree in natural sciences from Emmanuel College, 
Cambridge just months before the outbreak of World 
Warll 1939. 

He qualified as a doctor in 1942. 

As a member of the Royal Army Medical Corps, he 
took part in the D-Day landings in 1944 and was present 
at the relief of the Belsen concentration camp the fol¬ 
lowing year - an experience that haunted him through¬ 
out his life. 

He was awarded a "mention in despatches" for his 
work in Germany. 

After VE Day he was stationed in Palestine, where he 
met Susan Goodden, a childhood friend who was also 
stationed in the region. 

The pair's friendship blossomed and they regularly 
spoke on an army telephone line between Palestine 
and Cairo. 

At the end of the conversation, Susan said: "Well, I 
think that's all my chat for today. Have you anything else 
to say?" 

"Yes," George replied. "Will you marry me?" 

The couple married the following year. 

After demobilisation, George trained as a paediatri¬ 
cian. His first post included responsibility for West 


heart of the community and close to Arts Centre which 
he loved.” 

A town council spokesman said: “Occasional re¬ 
quests are made to the town council for memorial 
benches on many areas administered by the town 
council including Bucky Doo Square .

He is survived by Susan, and by four children, eight

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Allington Hill playtrail to open this summer 


THE first phase of a playtrail at a Bridport 
beauty spot is set to open this summer. 

Play equipment is going to be installed 
on Allington Hill during the initial stages 
of a £10,000 project aimed at inspiring 
youngsters to get outdoors. 

Grants totalling £2,200 from parish, 
town and district councils and donations 
from Bridport businesses have helped or¬ 
ganisers achieve their first goal. 


The Allington Hillbillies led project aims 
to install six items of equipment, mainly 
for the younger children who are too 
young to be climbing trees. 

The Hillbillies volunteer group, which 
looks after Allington Hill, has been work¬ 
ing on the project with the help of the 
Woodland Trust, which oversees the site. 

The second phase of the project is due 
to begin next year. 


The group's co-ordinator Cathy Harvey 
said this could provide the stepping 
stone for people who might not other¬ 
wise visit to get out and explore the hill. 

She said: "We asked the children who 
live in the area what they would like, and 
it turned out not every child had climbed 
a tree, so the idea was born out of that. 

"A rope swing was installed last sum¬ 
mer and the idea of the playtrail was dis¬

She added:"Without the help of Alling¬ 
ton Parish Council, who with foresight 
saw the value that the Allington Volun¬ 
teer project would bring to the commu¬ 
nity, we would have never got this 
project off the ground." 

The equipment will have a natural look 
to help it blend in with the woodland en¬ 
vironment.

A BROTHER and sister have been 
living in the same Burton Brad- 
stock house for more than 50 years. 

David and Stella Roper are still 
happy in their home in Lower 
Townsend that they have loved and 
looked after since moving into it in 
1951. 

Ex RAF man Mr Roper, aged 79, 
still maintains the home himself. 

Former bus driver Mr Roper 
looks after his blind sister who is 
81-years-old. 

The pensioners were the first ten¬ 
ants to live in the two-storey house, 
now owned and managed by 
Magna. 

Originally the tenancy was in 
their father’s name and the family 
moved from nearby Shipton Gorge 
when the property was completed 


by Bridport Rural District Council 
and Burton Bradstock Parish Coun¬ 
cil. 

Mr Roper recalled paying his rent 
of one pound, two shillings and six 
pence every fortnight. He said: “We 
always looked forward to the per¬ 
son visiting us to collect our rent as 
seeing somebody on a regular basis 
was very nice and we always knew 
where we stood financially.” 

Mr Roper originally started his 
working life as an apprentice cabi¬ 
net maker for Northover & Gilbert, 
before being called up for National 
Service and joining the RAF. 

By the time this was finished he 
joined the National Bus Service, 
initially as a conductor and then as 
a driver. 

After ten years, Mr Roper became 


a gardener in and around Burton 
Bradstock - a passion he continued 
to dabble in until recently when the 
entire side and rear gardens were 
laid out as a vegetable allotment.

No excuse campaign catches nearly 
1,000 drivers ... in just one month 


West Bay exhibition focuses on 
how we use our hands and feet 


TO some they are simply ugly ap¬ 
pendages, but feet and hands will be cele¬ 
brated this weekend during a exhibition in 
West Bay. 

The ‘26 & 7 bones’ exhibition explores 
how people along the Jurassic coast live 
and work with the landscape through their 
hands (27 bones) and feet (26 bones). 

Everyone from a button maker to a sur¬ 
geon and a coastguard have had their ex¬ 


tremities photographed for the show at The 
Salt House. 

The results will be revealed through an 
exhibition of sound and images, with live 
presentations on May 26th and 27th. 

The exhibition is the culmination of Sue 
Palmer and Sally Watkins’ investigations 
in the past six months as part of the Juras¬ 
sic Coast Earth Festival. 

Artist Ms Palmer said they had talked to 


people about their hands and feet because 
they were the primary points of contact 
with the coast. 

She said: “We invited them to respond to 
a series of unusual questions about the use 
of their hands and/or feet in relation to the 
landscape or places they engage or work. 

“We have also looked back in history to 
set our contributors’ lives into the story of 
this part of the world, for example the sail¬ 
ing of the Dorset Pilgrims to America, and 
the ancient Dorset Button industry, kept 
alive today by the skills of such people as 
Betty Tett.” 

Ms Watkins said: “It’s not just the activ¬ 
ities that have interested us so much as the 
individual approach that each person 
brings to them. 

“Conversations have often been poignant 
and full of fascinating details and, bringing 
them all together, they form a very inter¬ 
esting document of contemporary life 
along the Jurassic seaboard.” 

The exhibition includes 15 minute cre¬ 
ative presentations on the hour, every hour 
by the artists and the project participants. 

Opening times are Saturday from noon 
to 8pm and Sunday from noon to 7pm. 
Entry is free and visitors can come and go 
as they wish. 

The event forms part of the Jurassic 
Coast Earth Festival 2012 (which started 
earlier this month and which continues 
along the coast until September) and Mar¬ 
itime Mix, the London 2012 Cultural 
Olympiad by the Sea. 


ALMOST 1,000 drivers were nabbed in 
March for breaking the law on Dorset's 
roads. 

Up to 30 motorists a day were stopped 
during the month as part of Dorset Po¬ 
lice's'no excuse'campaign which targets 
drivers'bad habits. 

Again the list of excuses by dopey driv¬ 
ers continued to astound police officers 
after they spotted 957 offences in just 31 
days. 

One driver in Bridport pleaded his in¬ 
nocence by claiming he knew the road 
had a 40 mile-per-hour limit - despite 
being clocked driving at 53 miles-per- 
hour. 

The campaign is committed to making 
Dorset's roads safer and improving the 
habits of bad and inconsiderate drivers, 
said a police spokesman. 

The 'no excuse' team has processed 
4,067 offences this year - from January 
1st to March 31st. 

A total of 2,079 of these offences were 
detected by safety cameras and 1,988 
were officer issued tickets. 

Of the 1,988 officer issued tickets, a 
total of 250 were for distraction offences 
such as using a mobile phone, taking 
photos and using an iPod while driving. 

Brian Austin, 'no excuse' project man¬ 
ager, said they were continually amazed 
at the thought process of some of the 
bad and inconsiderate drivers on 
Dorset's roads. 

He said: "Although the'no excuse'mes¬ 
sage is widely known in Dorset, nation¬ 
ally and even internationally, we still 


have drivers travelling on our roads that 
show time and again that they have no 
concern for other road users and pedes¬ 
trians. 

"With the covert use of safety camera 
vans, cars and bikes, technology like the 
Concept Lasers - which are now detect¬ 
ing mobile phone, speed and seatbelt 
offences at a distance of over 400 metres 
- intelligence led deployments and the 
increased reporting of bad or dangerous 
driving by concerned members of the 
public, we will together make a differ¬ 
ence in Dorset." 

He added: "The Dorset Road Safe part¬ 
ners will continue to make full use of the 
'no excuse' team, traffic officers, safer 
neighbourhood teams, safety camera 
vans and the responsible drivers using 
our roads to catch those that think the 
law does not apply to them." 

The 'no excuse' team is part of the 
Dorset Road Safe partnership's casualty 
reduction campaign. 

It is made up of police officers using 
marked and unmarked cars and motor¬ 
cycles and is supported by safety camera 
vans. 

Brian Austin said academic studies 
have shown that slowed reactions 
caused by the distraction of using a mo¬ 
bile phone whilst driving were similar to 
those driving at the drink drive limit. 

Up to a quarter of those killed on 
Dorset's roads in the past two years have 
been as a consequence of drink driving, 
he said.

Lt Jon Egging had crashed at 
Bournemouth. As a village commu¬ 
nity we decided to set up a memo¬ 
rial to our successful Fun Day and to 
the tragic death of Jon Egging. We 
are now erecting a weather vane on 
the roof of Drimpton Village Hall on 
Saturday 26th May between 
10.30am and 12.20pm.’ 

The weather vane's story is a story 
in itself: 'Villagers, Bill Studley, a mi¬ 
crolight enthusiast, and his wife, 
Vanessa, played the key role in the 
idea and in organising the produc¬ 
tion of the weather vane. Such is the 
support for the Red Arrows and the 
esteem that they are held in the avi¬ 
ation world, that Bill's fellow micro¬ 
light pilot, Dave Valentine, and his 


team produced the weather vane, in 
his small factory, using stainless 
steel and powder coat paint free of 
charge. This incredible generosity 
will enable us to donate the £350 
we raised for the weather vane to 
the Jon Egging Trust. The trust cre¬ 
ates partnerships and develops op¬ 
portunities for young people who 
are under-achieving in the formal 
education system. It will link them 
with inspirational people and envi¬ 
ronments connected to aviation.’ 

In this way the tragic death of Fit 
Lt Jon Egging will have both a visi¬ 
ble memorial, the weather vane, 
and a living memorial, in the lives of 
young local people.

Goalkeeper Lee Cleal completes the bad news; 
another with a knee injury. Although Cleal has 
been able to play on despite pain, he has been 
unable to kick the ball cleanly. 

He had an exploratory operation last week as 
week, and has been told that the result was in¬ 
conclusive and will need a second one. 

Whilst there are no new signings yet, Senior 
doesn't expect too many players to commit 
themselves at the moment, he expects some 
new faces at pre-season training which is ex¬ 


pected to start on June 26th due to the early 
start for the Toolstation Western League on Au¬ 
gust 4th. 

One is Ben Briscoe who has moved to the area 
recently and is currently playing cricket having 
played at county level for Cheshire, and Dorset 
Premier League with Broadstone last season. 

A utility player he played five times for North- 
wich Victoria back in 2003/4, but hasn't played 
for two years following a leg injury from which 
he has now recovered. 

Senior said: "I was introduced to him after the 
Street match and he said he would like to attend 
pre-season training." 

Senior has also spoken to Portland United duo 
Lewis Whyton and Alex Halloran. 

"Alex plays in midfield, and I was impressed 
with him when he played against the Reserves 
a couple of weeks ago, and Lewis can play up 
front or at the back and is very useful. If we can 
get those two I think it would be a big plus. 

"Both have said they are keeping their options 
open with regards to what they are doing next 
year, and said they will come over pre-season 
and have a look." 

Senior is also busy booking pre-season friend¬ 
lies and was pleased to receive a call from 
Hillingdon Borough over the weekend who ex¬ 
pressed an interest in visiting St Mary's Field. 

The Hillmen who played their football in the 
Southern League in the 1960/70s finished mid¬ 
table in the Spartans South Midland League last 
season.

Westland's show champion's style

WESTLAND Sports having already 
clinched the Dorset Premier League 
title celebrated at St Mary's Field on 
Monday with some champagne foot¬ 
ball in the first half that saw them 
sweep into a four-goal lead. 

They were helped by a Bridport side 
that appeared to be awestruck by the 
champions who only lost twice in the 
league, allowing them too much 
space and time on the ball. 

A halftime talk put that right and in 
the second-half the Bees gave a much 
better account of themselves, show¬ 
ing a lot more urgency and pulling a 
goal back. 

It took Sports just three minutes to 
score, Steve Burton firing home from 
close range via a deflection after Brid¬ 
port had failed to clear a corner. 

Playing with confidence the visitors 
were slick and quick and Bridport's 
first half chances were few. They did 
create an opportunity on six minutes 
when Tristan Gale moved down the

left and crossed low, but Jake Williams 
scuffed his 10-yard shot straight at 
keeper Ashley Knibbs. 

Westland's showed how to do it al¬ 
most immediately when Sam Jarman 
was released with a ball over the Bees 
defence, and he fired a left foot 18 
yard shot past Jamie Fry and just in¬ 
side the post before the keeper had 
time to move. The goal, his 31 st in the 
league, made him the DPL's top 
goalscorer and winner of the Golden 
Boot, and it was easy to see why. 

Matt Condliffe fired in a 25-yard vol¬ 
ley in response straight at Knibbs, be¬ 
fore Gale took advantage of a 
misdirected pass from Sports captain 
Rich Lindegaard, but his angled shot 
was deflected for a corner. 

Westland's continued to create 
chances, but it was a mistake by Sam 


Day that gave them their third on 21 
minutes. He sliced an attempted 
clearance and then impeded Fry as he 
tried to punch clear. The ball was 
lobbed over the keeper and with two 
defenders trying desperately to hack 
clear, Matt Day slammed the ball 
home at the far post. 

Whether mad at his error or not, Day 
was lucky not to be at least cautioned 
if not sent off for a petulant kick at 
Dean Richie that saw the striker re¬ 
ceive four minutes of treatment, be¬ 
fore being carried off with stud marks 
visable from the back of his knee 
down his calf. 

Once again Westland's show their 
clinical finishing on 27 minutes when 
Fry failed to hold Lewis Morgan's 25- 
yard drive and Jarman was immedi¬ 
ately on hand to shoot home the 
rebound. 

The game clearly over, it settled 
down to a more even situation for the 
rest of the half, although to be fair 
Westland's might have added more to

their score. 

The Bees came out with a much 
more positive attitude after the break 
and looked to take the came to their

from close range. 

This galvanised the Bees, and Ben 
Clarke fired wide almost immediately 
before Lock failed to get enough 
power on Gale's cross. 

With skipper Ash Clarke leading the 
way in the centre of the defence Brid¬ 
port took the sting out of Sports at¬ 


tack, but he couldn't prevent Mike 
Rousell adding a fifth when he curled 
a superb shot in off the post. 

Day did make the referee's book 
with a caution for a foul on Rousell 
from which he got up and tried an¬ 
other curling effort but this time Fry 
managed to palm the ball away to 
safety.
